2. Claims 41-82 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the closest prior art of record was found to be Sawdon (US 5,627,143), McDonald 
(US 4,282,928), Phillips (US 4,248,304), and Holm (US 4,01 1,908). 

3. The applicant's amendments now more clearly define the pretreating step by stating that 
the polymer is functionalized in-situ and injecting this fluid and an emulsion into a subterranean 
formation. The prior art of record fails to teach this functionalizing step. The prior art 
compositions include the use of polymer but do not functionalize these polymers in-situ as the 
applicant's claims now require. 
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4. Also of record for this case are the following references: Varadaraj et al (US 6,734,144), 
Tate (US 4,200,151), and Tate (US 4,163,476). These references are cited to present the state of 
the art in petroleum recovery using polymers.
